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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1955, 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report 
for  the  year  1955. 

During  the  last  year,  there  has  been  a decrease 
in  the  number  of  births  registered  as  compared  with  the 
figures  for  the  preceding  four  years . 

The  death  rate  shows  an  increase  on  previous 
years  but  the  present  figure  (16.0  per  1,000  population) 
compares  favourably  with  the  figure  for  the  County  of 
Anglesey.  Of  the  causes  of  death  the  major  contributing 
group  was  that  associated  with  the  heart  and  vascular 
lesions  of  the  nervous  system.  There  were  no  maternal 
deaths  and  no  deaths  occurred  due  to  Respiratory  Tuberculosis. 
Only  one  new  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the 
year. 

Fro nthe  table  of  infectious  diseases,  it  will 
be  noted  that  there  was  an  epidemic  of  measles  during  the 
year.  One  case  of  paratyphoid  and  two  cases  of  dysentery 
were  notified. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  district,  os 
reported  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  appears  satisfactory, 
but  there  ore  still  overcrowded  families  living  in  substandard 
dwellings  who  must  be  considsred  for  rehousing. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  you,  Mr. 
Chairman,  for  your  interest,  and  the  Clerk  and  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  their  co-operation  and  help.

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest 
Physician  in  collaboration  with  the  County  Medical  Officer 
and  his  staff.  The  scheme  provides  for  the  vaccination  of 
new-born  infants  born  into  tuberculous  households  and  of 
tuberculin  negative  contacts  of  known  cases.  During  1955* 
one  vaccination  was  carried  out  in  the  district.
